A Malthusian Omlssion

The Malthusian aolution of the food prohlem
was roce suicide, but we wll know, slpes Colo-
nel Roogevelt told us, that thmt | but an
suphemistic termn for socinl hor lolde. The
folution of the empire problem by means of na-
tlonal sulelde stande on no firmer ground. The
reduction of the number of nations, as {llus-
trated by the story of Germany and Belglum,
Is nothing less than International murder.
Mnlthus when he wrote lis hook forgot an-
tiraly about Intensive agriculture, if indeed he
had sver heard of it. Possibly thare exist in-
estimable poasibilities in Intensive empire-
bullding. The United States seams to have
come to that conclusion. A natlon's reach
should exceed its grasp, or what Is honor for?
And that's a condition that Is purely psyocholog-
lenl, and hence hevond the bounds of Interna-
tional law, Likewlse bevond the bounds of
International law is the conditlon existing In
Europ#, which is n fitter subject for the allen-
ist than the psyehologist.

Theré's o Homnn anecdote that sums up the
whole matter very nloely, though somewhat dif-
ferenitly and somewhat better, As Bacon told
it hera it Is: Cineas wad an éexcellent orator
and statéesman, and prineipal rriend and coun-
seloy to Pyrrhus.
